Mrs. Knight has an 18-month- 
old son. She said her husband

Papers found on the man’s body 
identified him as Thomas Housos, 
23, (no address). In an automo- 
bile with a Texas license found 
a short distance from Mrs. 
Knight’s home they said they 
found papers showing that Housos 
aabarod California from San An- 
tonio, Tex., April 1; a marriage 
certificate showing he and Mary 
Elizabeth Cox were married in 
San Francisco April 23 and papers 
showing he had worked as a bell- 
hop in San Francisco. 

Mrs. Knight told investigators

Aleman Arrives in Washington, 
Welcomed by Truman at Airport 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP) 
— President Miguel Aleman of 
Mexico arrived here by plane late 
today for an official nine-day visit 
to the United States. He was met 
by President Truman, who told 
him in a brief welcoming cere- 
mony that the American republics 
have “the moral strength” and the 
“proved good will” to find “equi- 
table and peaceful solutions” for 
their differences. 

Aleman said in reply that the 
relationship between Mexico and 
the United States is “a clear ex- 
ample of self-respecting co-opera- 
tion and of solidarity without loss 
of independence.” 

Aleman arrived in Truman’s per- 
“Sacred Cow,” 
which had been sent to Mexico 
City for him. An escort of B-20s 
and jet-propelled fighters met the 
plane en route, some of them over 
New Orleans, and accompanied it 
here, 

The capital was gaily decorated 
and plans had been made for an 
all-out greeting to the 43-year-old 
Mexican President, replying in 
kind to the reception given Tru- 
man in Mexico last month. 

In his brief welcoming address, 
Truman said that there can be 
“no better testimony” that the 
American republics can _ settle

their differences peacably”, than 
the manner in which the peoples 
of Mexico and the United States 
are living side by side today.” 


President Aleman replied: 


“In a world where skepticism 
and discord still becloud peace, our 
confidence, the confidence of all 
the Americas, in the fitness of 
democracy, is one of the most 
valuable assets which we have in- 
herited in our hemisphere.” 


Constitution avenue was deco- 
rated with United States and 
Mexican flags. A 30 by 40 foot 
Mexican flag stretched across the 
Memorial bridge over the Potomac 
river connecting Washington and 
Virginia, where it could be seen 
from ‘the air.

GREEK MINISTER SAYS REDS 
PLAN TO DESTROY SUEZ CANAL 


Gen. Zervas Also Charges They 
Blew Up Haifa Oil Pipe- 
line in Palestine. 
ATHENS, April 29 (UP)—Gen. 
Napoleon Zervas, Minister of Pub- 
lic Order, said last night he had 
‘Irrefutable evidence” that Italian 
and Greek Communists blew up 
the Haifa oil pipeline in Pales- 
tine and were planning to destroy 
the Suez Canal. 
Zervas said he had sent the 
evidence to British Middle East 
headquarters. He said a high 
strategy meeting of Communist 
leaders was held in late March 
and early April near the Yugoslav- 
Greek frontier, and that Bulgarian, 
Yugoslav and Greek Communists 
attended. 
Zervas said Nicholas Zachari- 
ades, Greek ‘Communist leader, 
and others at the meeting had 
congratulated Greek and Italian 
Communists for blowing up the 
Haifa pipeline. He said Zachari- 
ades had received £15,000 gold 
sterling from “Communist leader- 
ship” for expenditure in Greece. 
He said one of the Communist 
leaders who attended the border 
meeting was Georgi Dimitrov, Bul- 
garian Communist leader. 


ZEISS CAMERA WORKS SET 
UP IN MOSCOW OUTSKIRTS 


German Workers Say Plant Seized 
at Jena Is Back in 
Operation. 

BERLIN, April 29 (AP) — Ger- 
man workers who were taken to 
Russia have revealed that the 
famed Zeiss camera works seized 
at Jena by Soviet authorities as 
reparations is being set up again 
on the outskirts of Moscow. 

German technicians brought 
with the plant are aiding in set- 
ting it up. These workmen are 
being paid prevailing Russian 
wages. The Russians didgnot get 
the plant back in operation until 
less than a week ago, 

Not all of the Zeiss plant taken 
from Jena is included in the Mos- 
cow setup, which is confined to 
the camera division, according to 
the workmen. They said they un- 
derstood other sections of the 
plant are being put up in the 
Leningrad area. 

One of the workmen taken with 
the Zeiss plant said he was given

SHAFT COLLAPSED 


Month or Two Since Pit 


Had Been Examined 
—Crew of 10 Flees 
Ahead of Cave-in.

TAMAROA, Ill. April 29—Noe 
state inspector examined the Big 
Ben mine here for at least a 
month or two before the 280-foot 
shaft collapsed last Friday, caus- 
ing 10 miners to flee for their 
lives, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

Operators of the long bank- 
rupt mine took steps to.improve 
safety conditions in the mourn- 
ing period after the Centralia dis- 
aster, but no state or federal in- 
spector checked the improvement 
before the mine opened. 

State Mine Inspector Jack Gold- 
en of Du Quoin, assigned to this 
district, said he visited the Big 
Ben mine about a month or two 
ago and hadn’t had a chance to 
go there before it reopened be- 
cause he was busy examining 
larger mines, 

“The shaft and the tipple were 
in good shape the last time I saw 
them,” he related, “and there was 
nothing to indicate they might 
collapse.” After inspecting the 
twisted mass of steel above 
ground and large hole into which 
the shaft timbers and concrete 
collapsed, Golden expressed the 
opinion the recent heavy rains 
caused the cave-in. No other 
mines have reported cave-ins. 

Ed Vaughn Jr., who has oper- 
ated the mine with his father for 
about eight months under a lease, 
said they had rock dusted the 
mine and improved the ventilation 
system in the 15-day shutdown. 
After the improvements were 
made, he related, his father and 
members of the Mine Safety Com- 
mittee telephoned someone in Vin- 
cennes, Ind., and obtained permis- 
sion to reopen the mine. Federal 
inspectors have an office in Vin- 
cennes, but Vaughn was not cer-

JEEFERSON CITY, April 29— 
Officials of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission have disclosed 
that they expect Union Electric 
Co, of Missouri to file shortly a 
new electric rate schedule, making 
a reduction in charges to con- 
sumers. 

They have been given to under- 
stand the schedule may be filed 
within a day or two. 

Indications here are that the 
reduction will be between $750,000 
and $1,000,000 a year, and that it 
will include domestic and other 
relatively smal] users of current. 
However, no definite information 
was available here yet as to what 
classes of rates would be affected, 

It is understood that Union 
Electric has not been encouraging 
additional consumption of power 
by large users, because its operat- 
ing load lately has been running 
near the practical] limit of its gen- 
erating capacity. Enlargement of 
the generating system is under 
way. 

It was considered probable here 
that the new rate schedule would 
include some adjustment of the 
differential between rates of Un- 
ion Electric customers in St. 
Louis generally and those patrons 
it took over when it acquired the 
Laclede Power & Light Co, about 
two years ago. The Laclede Power 
& Light schedules were generally 
lower than those of Union Elec- 
tric, but the Missouri commission 
has permitted this differential to 
continue temporarily during inte- 
gration of the systems, Presum- 
ably the change contemplated 
would tend to bring Union Elec- 
tric rates down to the old La- 
clede level. 

Last year’s total operating reve- 
nue of the entire Union Electric 
system exceeded $50,000,000.

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Churchill Paintings ‘Really Good,’ 
One Gets Choice Place in Academy 


LONDON, April 29 (AP)—A 
mysterious landscape painter who 
turned out to be Winston Church- 
ill had London's art world agog 
today. 

Under the name of “Mr. Winter” 
—of whom no art judge ever had 
heard—the cigar-smoking amateur 
submitted two canvasses to the 
Royal Academy, Britain’s foremost 
gallery, and hoped, probably half- 
heartedly, that they’d be good 
enough for a spot in its annual 
exhibition. 

Only art’s elite ever make the 
grade, but both of “Mr, Winter’s” 
entries were accepted. One was 
ordered hung “on the line,” or at 
eye level. Professional painters 
have daubed for years without 
achieving that distinction. | 

A spokesman for the academy 
said the selection committee 
learned only after finishing its 
work that “Mr. Winter” was in 
fact the nation’s wartime Premier 
and veteran statesman.

“IT sincerely hope that the Gen- 
eralissimo is correct in the view 
he expressed and that it implies a 
greater spirit of co-operation by 
the Soviet delegation in future 
conferences. But we cannot ignore 
the time factor involved here. 
The recovery of Europe has been 
far slower than had been ex- 
pected. Disintegrating forces are 
becoming evident. The patient is 
sinking while the doctors deliber- 
ate. So I believe that action can- 
not await compromise through 
exhaustion. New issues arise daily. 
Whatever action is possible to 
meet these pressing problems 
must be taken without delay.” 

Despite these disagreements, he 
remarked, possibly greater pro- 
gress toward final settlement was 
made than is realized. 

On this guardedly hopeful note 
he said that for the first time 
critical differences were brought 
to light and now stand clearly 
defined so that future negotiations 
can start with a knowledge of ex- 
actly what the issues are that 
must be settled. 

“Painfully Slow Progress.” 

“The deputies now understand 
the precise views of each govern- 
ment on the various issues dis- 
cussed. With that they can pos- 
sibly resolve some differences and 
surely further elarify the problems 
by a studied presentation of the 
state of agreement and disagree- 
ment. 

“That is the best that can be 
hoped for in the next few months. 
It marks some progress, however 
painfully slow. These issues are 
of vast importance to the lives 
of the people of Europe and to 
the future course of world history. 
We must not compromise on great 
principles in order to achieve 
agreement for agreement's sake. 
Also, we must sincerely try to 
understand the point of view of 
those with whom we differ.” 

The 30-minute speech, Jke 
President Truman's welcoming ap- 
proval of Marshall on his return 
here Saturday, was as much for 
Kremlin study as enlightenment 
for the American people. Mar- 
shall stated the American position, 
which is more often than not also 
the position of Great Britain and 
France, and showed no inclination 
to retreat. He also reminded Mos- 
cow that John Foster Dulles, the 
Repuhlican member of his delega- 
tion, personified the bipartisan 
backing of the American pro- 
posals and he praised Senator 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, and Sen- 
ator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
for help they gave in obtaining 
Senate approval of the Greek- 
Turkish ¢ id bill. 

“The fact that there was such 
evident unity of pursose in Wash- 
ington,” he said, “was of incal- 
culable assistance to me in Mos- 
cow. The state of the world to- 
day and the position of the United 
States makes mandatory, in my 
opinion, a unity of action on the 
part of the American people.”

GERMAN ECONOMY. 
Regarding the character of the 
German economic system and its

Ger- 
man economy at the present time 
is crippled by the fact that there 
is no unity of action, and the re- 
habilitation of Germany to the 
point where she is self-supporting 
demands immediate decision. 

There is a declared agreement

REPARATIONS. 

The question of reparations is 
of critical importance as it affects 
almost every other question under 
decision. This issue naturally 
makes a tremendous appeal to the 
people of the Allied states who 
suffered the terrors of German 
military occupation and the de- 
struction of their cities and vil- 
lages, 

The results of the Versailles 
Treaty of 1919 regarding payment 
of reparations on a. basis of dol- 
lars, and the difficulties encoun- 
tered by the reparations commis- 
sion appointed a*tter Yalta in 
agreeing upon the dollar evalua- 
tion of reparations in kind con- 
vinced President Truman and his 
advisers considering the question 
of Potsdam that some other basis 
for determining reparations should 
be adopted if endless friction and 
bitterness were to be avoided in 
future years. They succeeded in 
getting agreement. to the principle 
of reparations to be rendered out 
of capital assets—that is, the 
transfer of German plants, ma- 
chinery, et cetera, to the Allied 
powers concerned, 

It developed at the Moscow con- 
ference that the Soviet officials 
flatly disagreed with President 
Truman’s and Mr. Byrnes’s under- 
standing of the written terms o* 
this agreement, The British have 
much the same view of this mat- 
ter as the United States, 

We believe that no repara- 


tions from current production 
were contemplated by the Pots- 
dam agreement. The Soviets 
strongly oppose this view. They 
hold that the previous discus- 
sions and agreements at Yalta 
authorize the taking of billions 
of dollars in reparations out of 
current production, This would 
mean that a substantial portion 
of the daily production of Ger- 
man factories would be levied 
on for reparation payments, 
which in turn would mean that 
‘the recovery of Germany suffi- 
ciently to be self-supporting 
would be long delayed. It would 
also mean that the plan and the 
hope of our Government, that 
Germany’s economic recovery by 
the end of three years would 
permit the termination of Amer- 
ican appropriations for the sup- 
port of the German inhabitants 
of our zone, could not be re- 
alized. : 

The issue is one of great compli- 
cations, for which agreement must 
be found in order to administer 
Germany as an economic whole as 


the four powers claim that they 
wish to do. 

There is, however, general agree- 
ment among the Allies that the 
matter of the factories and equip- 
ment to be removed from Germany 
as reparations should be re- 
examined. They recognize the fact 
that a too drastic reduction in 
Germany’s industrial set-up will 
not only make it difficult for Ger- 
many to become self-supporting 
but will retard the economic re- 
covery of Europe. The United 
States has indicated that it would 
be willing to study the possibility 
of a limited amount of reparations 
from current production to com- 
pensate . for plants, previously

BOUNDARIES. 

The issue regarding boundaries 
to be established for Germany pre- 
sents a serious disagreement and 
another example of complete dis- 
agreement as to the meaning of 
the pronouncement on this subject 
by the heads of the three powers. 
In the rapid advance of the Soviet 
armies in the final phase of the 
war, millions of Germans in east- 
ern Germany filed to the west of | 
the Oder river. The Soviet armies, | 
prior to Potsdam, had placed Poles 
in charge of this area largely | 
evacuated by the German popula- 


tion. That was the situation that 
confronted President Truman at 
Potsdam, Under the existing cir- 
cumstances, the President accepted 
the situation for the time being 
with the agreed three-power state- 
ment, “the heads of government 
reaffirm their opinion that the 
final delimitation of the western 
frontier of Poland should await 
the peace settlement.” 

The Soviet Foreign Minister 
now states that a final agreement 
on the frontier between Germany 
and Poland was reached at Pots- 
dam and the expression I have 
just quoted merely referred to the 
formal confirmation of the al- 
ready agreed upon frontier at the 
peace settlement, thus leaving 
only technical delimitation to be 
considered. 

The United States Government 
recognized the commitment made 
at Yalta to give fair compensation 
to Poland in the west for the 
territory east of the Curzon line 
incorporated into the Soviet Un- 
ion. But the perpetuation of the 
present temporary line between 
Germany and Poland would de- 
prive Germany of ‘territory which 
before the war provided more 
than a fifth of the foodstuffs on 
which the German population de- 
pended. It is clear that in any 
event Germany will be obliged to 
support, within much _ restricted 
boundaries, not only her prewar 
population but a considerable 
number of Germans from eastern 
Europe.- To a certain extent this 
situation unavoidable, but we 
must not Agree to ita aggravation, 
We do not want Poland to be left 
with less resources than she had 
before the whr. She is entitled to 
more, but it will not help Poland 


to give her frontiers which will 
probably create difficulties for her 
in the future.

PEACE TREATY PROCEDURE. 
There is disagreement regarding 
the manner in. which the Allied 
powers at war with Germany are 
to participate in the drafting and 
confirmation of the German 
peace treaty. There are 51 states 
involved. Of these, in addition to 
the four principal Allied powers, 
18 were directly engaged in the 
fighting, some of course to a much 
greater extent than others. It is 
the position of the United States 
that all Allied states at war with 
Germany should be given an op- 
portunity to participate to some 
degree in the drafting and in the 
making of the peace treaty, but we 
recognize that there would be very 
practical difficulties if not impos- 
sibilities in attempting to draft a 
treaty with 51 nations participat- 
There- 


ment has endeavored to secure 
agreement on a method which in- 
volves two different procedures, 
depending on whether or not the 
state concerned actually partici- 
in the fighting.

United States would actively co- 
operate to prevent the rearmament 
of Germany would eliminate fears 
as to the future and would facili- 
tate the making of a peace suit- 
able to Europe’s present and fu- 
ture needs, It was our hope that 
such a commitment by the United 
States would relieve the fear of 
the other European powers that 
the United States would repeat its 
actions following the First World 
War, insisting on various terms 
for the peace settlement and then 
withdrawing from a position of 
any responsibility for their en- 
forcement. It was thought that 
the compact of the four powers to 
guarantee the continued demili- 
tarization of Germany would re- 
assure the world that we were in 
complete accord in our intention to 
secure the peace of Etirope. 

However, the Soviet Govern- 
ment met our proposition with 

a series of amendments which 

would have completely changed 

the character of the pact, mak- 
ing it in effect a complicated 
peace treaty, and including in 
the amendments most of the 
regarding the German 
problem concerning which there 
as [ have pointed out, 
serious disagreement. I was 
forced to the conclusion by this 
procedure that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment either did not desire 
such a pact or was following a 
course calculated to’ delay any 
immediate prospect of its adop- 
tion. Whether or not an agree- 
ment can finally be reached re- 
mains to be seen, but the United 

States, I think, should adhere to 

its present position and insist 

that the pact be kept simple 

and confined to its one basic 

purpose—to keep Germany in- 

capable of waging war. 
AUSTRIAN TREATY. 

_ The negotiations regarding the 
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Austrian treaty resulted in agree- 
ment on all but a few points, but 
these were basic and of funda- 
mental importance. The Soviet 
Union favors and the other gov- 
ernments oppose the payment of 
reparations and the cession of 
Carinthia to Yugoslavia. 

But the Soviet Government at- 
tached much more importance to 
its demand that the German as- 
sets in Austria which are to be 
hers by the terms of the Potsdam 
agreement should include those 
assets which the other three pow- 
ers consider to have been taken 
ffom Austria and the citizens of 
the United Nations by force or 
duress by Hitler and his Nazi 
government following the taking 
over of Austria by military force 
in March 1938. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment refused to consider the 
word duress, which in the opinion 
of the other three powers would 
be the critical basis for determin- 
ing what property, that is, busi- 
ness, factories, land, forests, et 
cetera, was truly German proper- 
ty and not the result of seizures 
by terroristic procedure, intimida- 
tion, fake business acquisition, 
and so forth. The Soviet Union 
also refused to consider any proc- 
ess of mediation to settle the dis- 
putes that are bound to arise in 
in such circumstances, nor would 
they clearly agree to have such 
property as they receive as Ger- 
man assets subject to Austrian 
law in the same manner, as other 
foreign investments are subject 
to Austrian law. 


The acceptance of the Soviet 
position would mean that such 
a large portion of Austrian 
economy would be removed from 
her legal control that Austrian 
chances of surviving as an inde- 
pendent self-supporting state 
would be dublous. She would in 
effect be but a puppet state. 
All efforts to find a compromise 
solution were unavailing. The 
United States, in my _ opinion, 
could not commit itself to a treaty 
which involved such manifest in- 
justices and, what is equally im- 
portant, would create an Austria 
so weak and helpless as to be the 
source of great danger in the fu- 
ture. In the final session of the 
conference, it was agreed to ap- 
point a commission to meet in 
Vienna May 12 to reconsider our 
disagreements, and to have a 
committee of experts examine in- 
to the question of the German as- 
sets in Austria. Certainly prompt 


action on the Austrian treaty is | 


necessary to fulfill our commit- 
ment to recognize Austria as a 
free and independent 
to relieve her from the 
of occupation.

This is inevitable in any interna- 
tional negotiation. 

However, despite the disagree- 
ments referred to and the diffi- 
culties encountered, possibly 
greater progress towards final 
me ee was made than is real- 
ized. 


The critical differences were for 
the first time brought into the 
light and now stand clearly de- 
fined so that future negotiations 
can start with a knowledge of 
exactly what the issues are that 
must be settled. The deputies 
now understand the precise views 
of each government on the vari- 
oug issues discussed. With that 
they can possibly resolve some 
differences and surely can further 
Clarify the problems by a studied 
presentation of the state of agree- 
ment and disagreement. That is 
the best that can be hoped for in 
the next few months. It marks 
some progress, however painfully 
slow. These issues are matters of 
vast importance to the lives of 
the people of Europe and to the 
future course of world history. 
We must not compromise on great 
principles in order to achieve 
agreement for agreement's sake.

The 44-year-old doctor, George 
F. Netherton, and his wife, 


Margaret, admitted to police yes- 
terday they had held an after- 
hours party with Mrs, Maxine 
Briggs, the doctor’s sinus patient, 
and then left her for dead when 
she failed to regain consciousness 
Sunday morning. 

Police, finally summoned by the 
Nethertons Sunday night, found 
the 39-year-old woman lying on a 
couch in the doctor’s examination 
room, surrounded by torn cloth- 
ing, three pint whisky bottles and 
several broken vials of seconal, a 
drug similar to morphine. 

Detective Sgt. Charles J. Bifrns 
said Netherton told him that he, 
his wife and his patient had used 
the seconal to “spike” their bour- 
bon highballs, The drug, he said, 
has a hypnotic effect and is 
highly potent when mixed with 
alcohol. : 

Mrs. Briggs was clad only in 
a slip. There were several long 
gashes on her abdomen, Her dress, 
with several buttons ripped off 
and strewn on the floor, was 
across the room. 

Netherton told officers that his 
wife joined him and Mrs. Briggs 
late Saturday afternoon in his 
downtown offices and that the 
three of them began a drinking 
bout that lasted until the two 
women engaged in a heated dis- 
pute, 

Mrs. Briggs was locked in the 
examination room, the doctor said, 
and he and his wife fell asleep. 
When they awoke Sunday morn- 
ing, they could not arouse the 
patient even after the doctor ad- 
ministered two shots of adrenalin, 
a heart stimulant. 

“I feared she might be dead,” 
Netherton told police. “My wife 
and I became panicky and went 
home.” ? 

They returned to the office Sun- 
day night, found Mrs. Briggs in 
the same condition they had left 
her, and called police. 
The dead woman's husband, 
Claude Briggs, said Netherton had 
been the family physician for four 
years, and that for the last two 
years Mrs. Briggs had been seeing 
the doctor regularly for the sinus 
treatments. 

Briggs said his wife had left 
their home Saturday “to go shop- 
ping,” and that he was not wor- 
ried when she failed to return Sat- 
urday but became concerned when 
she did not call Sunday. 
Following their long question- 
ing, the Nethertons were released 
until police and the district attor- 
ney’s office receive the laboratory 
report. The doctor was placed in 
the custody of his brother, a den- 
tist, and Mrs. Netherton entered 
a sanitarium.

Five employes of the magis- 
trates courts walked off their jobs 
today, following refusal of the 
City of St. Louis to pay their sal- 
aries, and Chief Magistrate W. T. 


O. Hart anounced that no new 
suits would be accepted. 

“Without the aid of these em- 
ployes,” Hart said, “it will be im- 
possible for the magistrate courts 
to function normally.” Suits now 
pending will be disposed of, how- 
ever, he said. 

Four of the employes have been 

working without pay since Feb. 
10. The fifth has been working 
about two weeks. They gave no- 
tice last night and did not report 
for work today. 
Their action was precipitated by 
a report that a bill now pending 
in the Missouri Legislature, which 
would force the city to pay the 
employes’ salaries, will not be 
called out of committee without 
the consent of city officials, Hart 
said he also has been informed 
that a suit pending in the Missouri 
Supreme Court, to force payment 
of the salaries, may not come up 
for determination before next Sep- 
tember. 

Employes who failed to report 
for duty today are John McLaugh- 
lin, cashier for whom the magis- 
trates had asked a $3600 annual 
salary; Thomas .Carmody, assist- 
ant cashier, $3000; Louis Schultz, 
assistant bookkeeper, $3000; Ray 
Pickup, clerk, $2400, and Anthony 
Heberer, messenger, $1800. 

“The city has not- co-operated 
in the establishment of this court, 
authorized by the new state con- 
stitution, Hart said, “The city has 
failed to pay salaries of needed 
employes, has not furnished prop- 
er equipment for the courts and 
has been slow to make the court- 
rooms ready for occupancy.” 

Hart said that, since establish- 
ment of the magistrates courts 
Jan, 4, 3005 cases have been filed 
and about 2000 cases disposed of. 
No cases were accepted between 
Jan. 27 and Feb. 13, as a result 
of the controversy over pay of 
court employes. 

A total of 10 office employes, 
whose salaries amount to $30,000 
a@ year, are at issue between the 
magistrates and the city. Author- 
ization to hire the employes was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen 
over the veto of Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann and opposition by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. The city has refused to pay 
the salaries, however, on the 
ground the Board of Aldermen 
had no authority to pass the 
ordinance charging the cost to 
the.city and because no appropria- 
tion ordinance had been enacted. 

The city pays the salaries of 
nine courtroom clerks, one for 
each courtroom. No city funds 
have been provided for employes 
in the main office of the magis- 
trates. Two employes there, a 
chief clerk and a head bookkeep- 
er, did not walk off their jobs 
today. The chief clerk, at any 
rate, is understood to have re- 
ceived some financial support 
from the magistrates, presumably 
from their personal incomes.

ALDERMEN PASS $42,361,825 
APPROPRIATION MEASURE 


Also Vote to Increase Property Tax Rate to 


$1.77 on the $100 Valuation—Opposi- 


tion to Action 


on Fund Bill. 


A bill appropriating $42,361,825 
for city expenses in the 1947-48 
fiscal year which began April 8 


was passed by the Board of Alder- 
men today. The vote “was 18 to 5. 
The board also passed a bill fix- 
ing the city property tax rate for 
the year at $1.77 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation. This is two cents 
higher than last year’s rate, the 
inerease being due to an addition 
to the library tax voted last fall. 
The state and school property tax 
brings the over-all rate to $2.75. 
Passage of the appropriation 
bill came after a determined at- 
tempt to defer action by a coali- 
tion of Republicans and Demo- 
crats. Alderman Al Harris in- 
sisted he could not conscientiously 
vote on the measure with only 
one day’s consideration. The bill 
was reported out favorably by the 
Ways and Means Committee yes- 
erday. 

Alderman Louis Lange argued 
the measure should be sent back 
to ‘the committee and held in 
abeyance until the economy sec- 
tion of the Citizens’ Tax Com- 
mission makeg its report. Alder- 
man Sidney Redmond likewise op- 
posed a vote at this time. 
~“It would be a terrible mistake 
to vote it out with so little con- 


sideration,” asserted Alderman J. 
Ray Weinbrenner, “I know no 
one here knows anything more 
about it than I do, and I know 
absolutely nothing.” Weinbrenner 
moved to defer action on the bill 
for one week, but the motion was 
defeated, 12 voting for it to 14 
against. 

In recommending passage of t 
appropriation measure, the Wa 
and Means Committee also had 
recommended adoption of a reso- 
lution cautioning heads of the 
various spending agencies to stay 
within the appropriations and 
pointing out that no additional 
appropriations would be consid- 
ered by the board except in cases 
involving “urgent and dire neces- 
sity.” This resolution was adopted 
after enactment of the appropria- 
tions bill. 

The measure includes funds to 
meet the largest budget for gen- 
eral city operating expenses ever 
to be presented to the Aldermen— 
$32,777,749. Other funds are for 
bond retirement and for opera- 
tions of the Water Division. 

The general operating budget 
figure compares to last year’s $31,- 
836,000, and represents an increase 
of more than $940,000. Estimated 
tax revenues fall $4,734,279 short 
of meeting the new budget. 


RIVERS IN AREA

R. Hoffman, who operates a cam- 
era and photograph supply store 
at 7711 Virginia avenue, was 
elected president. 

He said the association includes 
about 30 merchants, and that all 
those on Ivory, Virginia and Mich- 
igan avenues between Primm and 
Koeln avenues are members. Their 
action, he said, was motivated by 
a desire to co-operate with the 
President's request that prices be 
brought down. 

The merchants hope that whole- 
salers will “reimburse” them by 
cutting prices on new shipments 
of goods and that the price cuts 
will go back up the line to man- 
ufacturers and suppliers, Hoff- 
man said. Another meeting of the 
association will be held next Mon- 
day to check on progress of the 
price-cutting campaign, Hoffman 
said, and the merchants may de- 
cide at that time whether to con- 
tinue the lower prices indefinite- 
ly or to stop the experiment after 
10 days.

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MINER-OPERATOR 
WAGE TALKS OPEN 
IN WASHINGTON 


U. S. Makes First Move 
to Turn Pits Back to 
Owners and Avert 
Strike on June 30. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP)— 
Accompanied by about 12 aids, 
John L. Lewis arrived at a con- 
ference with coal operators today 
to begin negotiations looking to a 
new working contract for the 
United Mine Workers. 

Lewis, UMW president, made no 


comment on the Government's 
first direct move to turn the soft 
coal mines back to their owners 
by July 1 without a strike. The 
talks are aimed at replacing with 
@ contract the present working 
agreement which will expire when 
the Government's legal right to 
Maintain possession of the mines 
ends June 30. 

The more than 2500 mines were 
seized by President Truman in 
last spring’s 59-day strike. An 
agreement for federal operation of 
the pits was signed 11 months ago 
today by Lewis and Secretary of 
the Interior Krug. 

Navy Capt. N. H. Collisson, the 
¢oal:mines administrator, called 
today’s conference. He said his 
only role would be to open the 
meeting and withdraw, at least 
figuratively, from the discussions. 

Committees Chosen. 
After a half-hour meeting both 
sides went into separate sessions, 
selected negotiating committees 
and then went into joint session 
again at 2:30 p.m. 

Collisson said both sides have 
agreed not to demand “the grant- 
ing of any condition as a perqui- 
site to entering into collective 
bargaining.” By this, he said, he 
meant such conditions “as _in- 
ereases or decreases in the exist- 
ing Government-UMW contract. 

Lewis summoned his 200-man 
policy committee into session here 
tomorrow. It would pass on any 
new demands Lewis might make. 

Lewis’s Probable Demands. 

The principal new demands 
which Lewis is expected to make 
at some point in the talks include: 

1. The same ($11.85) pay for 
an eight-hour day as for the 
present nine hours underground, 
the equivalent of a 23-cent 
hourly wage hike. 

2. An increase from five to 10 
¢ents in the royalty on each ton 
of coa] produced, for the miners’ 
health and welfare fund. 

3. Adoption by the operators 
of the mew federal mine safety 
code which was an offshoot of 
the Krug-Lewis agreement. 

There were some indications 
that Lewis might take the posi- 
tion that his negotiations with the 
operators now revert right back 
to where they were last spring 
when a strike arose from the 
deadiocked bargaining talks.

of the implications, Marshall said 
that at the outset of the con- 
ference there was a reasonable 
possibility of completing an Au- 
strian peace treaty and a four- 
power pact to guarantee the de- 
militarization of Germany and an 
American hope for a directive’ to 
guide the foreign minister’s depu- 
ties on drafting of a German 
peace treaty to be presented to 
the next conference of ministers. 


Russian Tactics Criticized. 


For the failure to obtain these 
objectives which would have set 
the future pattern for Europe, 
he blamed the Soviet Government. 

“Agreement was made impos- 
sible at Moscow,” he said, ‘be- 
cause, in our view, the Soviet 
Union insisted upon proposals 
which would have established in 
Germany a central government, 
adapted to the seizure of absolute 
control of a country which would 
be doomed economically through 
inadequate area and excessive 
population, and would be mort- 
gaged to turn over a large part 
of its production as reparations, 
principally to the Soviet Union. 
In another form the same mort- 
gage upon Austria was claimed 
by the Soviet delegation, 


“Such a plan, in the opinion of 
the United States delegation, not 
only involved an indefinite Amer- 
ican subsidy, but could result in 
a deteriorating economic life in 
Germany and Europe and the in- 
evitable emergence of dictator- 
ship and strife. 

“Freedom of information for 
which our Government stands in- 
evitably involves appeals to public 
opinion. But at Moscow propa- 
ganda appeals to passion anda 
prejudice appeared to take the 
place of appeals to reason and un- 
derstanding. Charges were made 
by the Soviet delegation and in- 
terpretation given to the Potsdam 
and other agreements, which 
varied completely from the facts 
as understood or as factually 
known by the American delega- 
tion.” 

Examples of Basic Issues. 

As examples of fundamenta! dif- 
ferences of approach to critftal 
problems, Marshall cited various 
examples of disagreement, such as 
coal, reparations, German bound- 
aries and peace treaty procedures. 

Defending the American, British 
and French insistence for a lim- 
ited federated Germany rather 
than one with a strong central 
government, he cryptically report- 
ed that there were great and jus- 
tifiable fears that a strong cen- 
tral state might mean resurrec- 
tion of German military power 
and “concern over expressed or 
concealed desires for quite other 
reasons.” This presumably meant 
concern that Soviet Russia could 
take over a strong military power 
in western Europe. 


He was blunt when he spoke of 
the Russian refusal to co-operate 
with the three other powers in the 
present military and economic 
government of Germany. The 
American-British merger of their 
zones, he said, was bitterly at- 
tacked by the Soviet authorities, 
who ignore that their refusal to 
carry out the terms of the Pots- 
dam agreement was the cause of 
the merger. 


“It is difficult,” he said, “to re- 
gard their attacks as anything but 
propaganda designed to divert at- 
tention from the Soviet failure to 
implement the economic unity 
agreed at Potsdam. Certainly 
some progress toward economic 
unity in Germany is better than 
none.” 


Stand on Reparations. 


As to German reparations, he 
disclosed that the American op- 
position to payments from current 
production was predicated on the 
hope that German economic re- 
covery by the end of three years 
would permit the ending of Amer- 
ican appropriations for the Ger- 
man inhabitants of our zone. Un- 
der the Russian plan, he observed, 
this could not be realized. 


He also disclosed that while 
the American delegation agreed to 
a re-examination of the possibility 
of limited reparations from cur- 
rent production in lieu of factories 
and equipment, the Soviet Govern- 
ment has made no response to 
this suggestion. 


Referring to the issue regarding 
boundaries, he recalled that at 
Potsdam, President Truman con- 
curred in this Big Three state- 
ment: “The heads of government 
reaffirm their opinion that the 
final delimitation of the western 
frontier of Poland should await 
the peace settlement.” 

“The Soviet Foreign Minister 
(V. M. Molotov),” Marshall added, 
“now states that a final settle- 
ment on the frontier between Ger- 
many and Poland was reached at 
Potsdam... .” Marshall said that 
Poland should have more, rather 


jthan less, resources than it had 


before the war, but he asserted 
that leaving the boundary where 
it was set temporarily at Potsdam 
would only create future difficul- 
ties for Poland. 

Peace Conference Issue. 


Marshall took his_ strongest 
stand on demanding that those na- 
tions which declared war against 
Germany, and not just the four 
principal powers, should ‘help 
write the German peace treaty. 
The United States, he announced, 
regards it as “imperative” that all 
the states which were at war with 
Germany should have a voice in 
the settlement imposed on Ger- 
many. 

Speaking of Russia’s position 
on Austria, he said: 

“The United States could not 
commit itself to a treaty which 
involved such manifest injustices 
and, what is equally important, 
would create an Austria so weak 
and helpless as to be the source 
of great danger in the future. 

“In the final session of the con- 
ference, it was agreed to appoint 
a commission to meet in Vienna 
May 12 to reconsider our disagree- 
ments and to have a committee of 
experts examine into the question 
of the German assets in Austria. 
Certainly prompt action on the 
Austrian treaty is necessary to 
fulfill our commitment to recog- 
nize Austria as a free and inde- 
pendent state and to relieve her 


from the burdens of occupation.”

The mine was in receivership 
from 1923 to 1944, Blanchard re- 
lated. A group of lawyers in Chi- 
cago formed the Burr Oak Coal 
Co., he said, and obtained control 
of the mine. The Vaughns op- 
erated the mine under lease from 
the Chicago company. Production 
reached 1000 tons of soft coal a 
day shortly after the mine opened 
in 1917, but lately the rate has 
been only 100 tons a day. The 
mine had 25 employes, members 
of the United Mine Workers. 

Blanchard said the morning 
crew of 10 men discovered mud on 
top of the cage after it had made 
about four trips to the bottom of 
the shaft. They realized the walls 
of the shaft were collapsing, and 


| hurriedly made their way to the 


to safety. 

Then four of the men returned 
to the main shaft and sought to 
brace the walls with timbers. They 
saw the walls were bulging even 
more and left the mine at 2:30 
p.m. With a roar, thé shaft col- 
lapsed a half hour later, pulling 
over the old steel tipple. Cables 
attached to the adjoining power 
plant pulled out sections o% brick 
buildings when the tipple fell ove 
on its side. Later, a locomotive 
engineer, trying to pull away a 
coal car trapped under the tipple, 
pushed it against the jumbled 
steel, causing a further collapse 
and crushing the loaded car. 

Now the mine is closed, The 
Vaughns are trying to determine 
whether they should seek to re- 
cover about $12,000 worth of ma- 
chinery by taking it out the air 
shaft and whether they should try 
to clear the main shaft. It is 
considered likely that the mine 
will be abandoned because of the 
prohibitive cost of clearing the 
shaft and the difficulty of buying 
steel for a new tipple. 

Golden was a member of an in- 


vestigating committee, appointed 


by former Director of Mines and 
Minerals Robert M. Medill, which 
inspected Centralia Mine No. 5 in 
December 1945, after Mine Inspec- 
tor Driscoll Scanlan sought to 
have the mine closed because of 
unsafe conditions. 

Scanian, in a statement last 
week to the joint legislative com- 
mittee investigating the Centralia 
disaster, quoted Golden as having 
made the following statement to 
him after the 1945 inspection: 

“T have mines in my district 
just as bad as the Centralia mine. 
I could. make out long reports, 
too. I see a lot of things in the 
mines that I don’t report, You 
know, after all, the operators are 
the director. And if you want to 
stay on the job you had better do 
what the operators want you to 
do,” 

yolden today flatly denied mak- 
ing such a statement to Scanlan. 
He said he recalled a friendly con- 
versation with Scanlan after the 
inspection, in which Scanlan asked 
him what the committee had rec- 
ommended and he had referred 
Scanlan to the written report, 
then being prepared, 

Golden said he did not recall 
Scanlan seeking to have the mine 
closed and that the inspectiOn was 
ordered after Centralia miners 
complained of safety conditions 
and asked that certificates of two 
mine supervisors be revoked. The 
committee recommended several! 
improvements in the mine but did 
not recommend the revocations.

The vote 
was taken after H. C. Niermann, 
assistant superintendent, asked 
how the men felt about returning 
to work He said a decision on 
reopening would be made in a few 
days,

‘IF HE WILL BACK TRUMAN 


Calls U.S. Foreign Policy ‘A Step Toward 
Ruthless Imperialism’— Urges Dollars 
for Tractors, Not Arms.

WASHINGTON, April 29-——-Fresh 
from a European speaking tour 
which aroused widespread criti- 
cism, Henry A. Wallace yesterda 
staunchly reaffirmed his opposi- 
tion to the “Truman doctrine” and 
declared it is “too early to say” 
whether he will support the Presi- 

dent for election next year. 
Speaking at a jampacked press 
conference only a few hours be- 
fore Secretary of State Marshall’s 
radio report to the nation, Wal- 
lace, replying to a barrage of 
rapid-fire questions, asserted: 

The United States can secure 
peace best by investing its dol- 
lars abroad in plows and trac- 
tors rather than machine guns, 
planes and tanks. 

He is opposed to “Russian im- 
perialism” as well as imperial- 
ism by the United States and 
other nations. 

Present United States foreign 
policy is.“a step toward” the 
kind of “ruthless imperialism” 
urged by James Burnham in his 

book, “Struggle for the World,”

porters was so great—rivaling 
presidential press conferences— 
that at the last moment the inter- 
view was changed to the more 
spacious playroom. 
“Henry is news again,” was a 
comment often overheard before 
the conference started. Be“ore 
Wallace went abroad to assail the 
nation’st new foreign policy his 
criticisms on home soil were 
given only casual coverage. At 
this gathering he was the same 
Wallace—friendly, informal, shyly 
grinning, a bit disheveled in a blue 
serge suit, blunt and stubborn in 
his retorts to hostile questions— 
but obviously once more a leading 
public figure, despite the sharp 
drop in his popularity reported in 
the Gallup poll. 
He started out by correcting er- 
roneous press reports of his 
speeches overseas. As one example 
of the confusion that often attends 
interviews, he cited & brief encoun- 
ter with reporters when he 
alighted from his plane in this 
country. He recounted that he 
sHouted “I love you all” to. the 
reporters at the close of the in- 
terview. Since a preceding query 
had dealt with congressional criti- 
cism of his-talks, he said, the re- 
porters misunderst@od him and 
published stories that he had said 
he loved all congressmen.

Balks at Recording. 

He abruptly interrupted. the in- 
terview at one juncture to warn 
radio technicians not to record 
his remarks for a major radio 
network. “This is strictly a press 
conference and [I like to do one 
thing at a time,” he said. He also 
pointed out that other networks 
had been denied permission to 
make a transcription of the con- 
ference and it would be unfair to 
make an exception. 

(The United Press reported that 
Mutual Broadcasting System did, 
however, ae recording despite 
the fact Wallace kept his foot on 
the microphone.) 


The proceedings were again held 
up when he had a slight brush 
with photographers. He wanted 
the cameramen to take their shots 
before continuing with his re- 
marks. “No, you go right ahead,” 
said an implacable photographer, 
“and we'll make better pictures 
while you're talking.” 

But Wallace shook his head. 
“T’'m old-fashioned enough to pre- 
fer a one-ring circus to a three- 
ringer,” he insisted. He won, after 
agreeing to make a “character- 
istic gesture” for the cameramen. 
It turned out to be a smile. 

Early in the interview, Wallace 
ade clear that he had gone over- 
seas to speak in furtherance of 
world peace, not, he added, to 
assail our foreign policy. He had 
hoped to strengthen the hand of 
groups in England and the conti- 
nent who believe in uniting for 
peace. Criticism of the so-called 
Truman doctrine, he made clear, 
was wholly intidental to this main 


peace objective. 

He was not disturbed, he went 
on, by the bitter complaints of 
his tour. “I’ve got a thick hide,” 
he commented amiably, “and crit- 
icism just rolls off of me,” - He 
said, however, that many distor- 
tions of his speeches had appeared 
in the American press. For one 
thing, he had never spoken of 
America’s foréign policy as being 
ruthlessly imperialistic, but had 
referred to Burnham's controver- 
sial book in such terms. He did 
believe, he went on, that if this 
country continues its present policy 
it will in the end approach Burn- 
ham’s desire for an imperialistic 
American world empire. 

He further denied that he had 
recommended, in France, that the 
United States lend Russia 17 
billion dollars for relief and recon- 
struction. In an off-the-record dis- 
cussion with French deputies, he. 
said, he had urged United States 
loans to many countries, including 
the Soviet Union, which had been 
more war-ravaged than any other 
area. But he had not mentioned 
any specific amount, 


“As a matter of fact,” he con- 
tinued, “the foreign economic ad- 
ministration under Leo Crowley, in 
1944, made a survey of. what 
foreign nations would need in the 
way of loans when the war was 
over. If I remember correctly, the 
figure for Russia was placed at 10 
billion dollars. That seems to be 
forgotten, with all these new 
political questions.” 

He repeated his conviction that 
this country should furnish Rus- 
sia with a very large loan, at low 
finterest rates, for reconstruction. 
Poland and Greece also are in dire 
need, he said. He could not recall 
whether he had suggested a loan 
to Britain, during his overseas 
speaking tour, but said an inter- 
national economic committee 
should be set up to study priority 
for assistance to foreign nations. 
England definitely should get 
further loans, he said. 

When a reporter angrily de- 
manded to know whether he 
wished to voice any criticism of 
Russia, Wallace politely replied: 
“Certainly, as I often have done 
in the past. Russia should place 
more confidence in the United Na- 
tions. It should join the Interna- 
tional Bank, UNESCO, and other 
organizations affiliated with the 
U.N. I suppose one trouble is that 
Russia fears to tie itself up eco- 
nomically with the United States, 
because of the conviction that un- 
der otr capitalistic system we are 
bound to have booms and busts.” 

“Do you believe that?” he was 
quickly asked, 4 

“No, I think we can avoid such 
business cycles, if proper changes 
and safeguards are taken,” he re- 
sponded. 

Another reporter, who had pre- 
pared his trick question carefully 
and told other reporters about it 
before the interview started, shot 
it at Wallace:s 

“You commended highly the ap- 
pointment of George Marshall as 
Secretary of State. In view of the 
fact that you disagree with him 


so violently on foreign policy, did 
you still praise his appointment?” 
“I think that Secretary Marshall 
has great ability — a very fine 


ve= |man,” Wallace answered.

IRVING FISHER, NOTED 
EDUCATOR DIES AT 80 


‘NEW YORK, April 29 (AP)— 
Irving Fisher, professor emeritus 
of political economy at Yale Uni- 
versity, died today at Gotham 
hospital which he entered several 
weeks ago. He was 80 years old. 
Cause of death was not disclosed. 
Prof. Fisher turned to political 
economy during his undergradu- 
ate days at Yale. His studies were 
followed by courses at London 
and Berlin. He became a member 
of the Yale faculty in 1890 and 
eight years later professor of po- 
litical economy.

Now, Helis is wonder- 
ing if his former ace has i oved 
enpugh since then to justify pay- 
ing the $1000 starting fee Satur- 
day. Cosmic Bomb will have to 
show quality today, to rate as @ 
Derby hope. 

Size of Field Surprise. 

The small size of the field was 
a surprise. Besides Cosmic Bomb 
among the Trial’s entries are the 
Calumet Stable’s Faultless, now 
gecond choice for the Derby; Star 
Reward, the Dixiana Farm's ace; 
W. L. Ranch’'s Stepfather, that al- 
ready has traveled the Derby dis- 
stance; J. A. Kinard’s John Pride 
(which will not go in the Derby, 
although eligible); and James D. 
Boines and James V. Tigani’s 
Double Jay, a candidate that badly 
needs another race to fit him for 
the big test. John's Pride already 
has been declared out of the Derby 
because, so hig trainer says, he's 
better at short distances. 

Trainer Ben Jones said last 
night that he might start Fault- 
less if the track is right. If Fault- 
less goes this afternoon, he _ will 
mo doubt open as the public 
favorite. 

The contenders will have their 
Derby jockeys aboard and there 
will be plenty of speed.

In Turkey a common wisecrack 
in the cafes (a wisecrack only 
made after making sure that the 
agent of the secret police who 
haunts every cafe is out of ear- 
shot) is to call President and ex- 
dictator Ismet Inonu “Inonu the 


Eighteenth.” The story goes that’ 


when Turkey's first general elec- 
tions in history were ordered, 18 
candidates filed from Inonu’s dis- 
trict in Ankara.

RITISH FOREIGN SECRE- 
B rary ERNEST BEVIN re- 

turned today from the Big 
Four foreign ministers’ conference 
in Moscow, He told reporters that 
“IT am not unduly pessimistic, 
neither am I optimistic” about 
international affairs. 

“T ask the British people to 
have patience,” he said on landing 
at eathrow airport. “We shall 
reconcile our differences.” 

Bevin returned to London by 
way of Berlin, where he conferred 
yesterday with British Control 
officials and _  dis- 
cussed the German problem. 

After he exchanged greetings 
with his wife and Government 
representatives at the airport, he 
was shown newspaper accounts of 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall’s broadcast last night. His 
comment was: “I can tell you bet- 
ter after the London conference.” 

Bevin said it remained to be 
seen whether the foreign min- 
isters’ London meeting in Novem- 
ber would be more successful than 
the Moscow meeting. 

Disappointed that Moscow had 
failed to produce an Austrian 
treaty, he said: 

“I hoped and believed it would 
be possible to come back with a 
treaty establishing Austria as an 
independent state. Unfortunately 
agreement was not possible, but 
a commission has been set up and 
that result might be achieved at 
not too distant a date.” 

“With regard to Germany,” he 
continued, “on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment I brought forward on 
March 31 a set of: principles as 
the next stage in the recreation of 
Germany. I still think that they 
were the most constructive, com- 
prehensive and best statements 
put before the conference, and 
when the time comes for a settle- 
ment to be resolved the British 
Government will be very proud of 
their work.” 

“IT ask the British people to have 
patience as we have had to ex- 
hibit,” he said.

The first dismantling operations, 
it is now generally admitted, were 
carried out in a hasty and fre- 
quently inefficient manner, Large 
quantities of machinery were 
broken in the moving, and in 
many cases the shortages of trans- 
port caused such long delays in 
shipment that much of the dis- 
mantled equipment was ruined by 
the weather. 

By the end of 1945, however, the 
Soviet occupation authorities, now 
backed by inter-Allied agreement 
at Potsdam, had organized the dis- 
mantling on an orderly, systematic 
basis. In March of 1946, orders 
went out to the German provin- 
cial governments instructing them 
on the method of executing the 
whole remaining operation. 


Extent of Dismantling. 


The March plan officially stated 
that plants belonging to 219 major 
firms were to be taken, but in 
Saxony alone another 14 firms not 
originally on the list were ordered 
to be dismantled too. According 
to what Leo Skrzypczynski, head 
of the industry division of the So- 
viet zone central administration, 
told friends privately, this an- 
nounced program would eliminate 
about 400,000 industrial jobs in the 
zone, while that many more places 
had been eliminated by earlier dis- 
mantling. 

Though some factories for pro- 
ducing war materials and heavy 
machinery were removed, disman- 
tling particularly affected lighter 
industries. Twenty textile fac- 
tories, nine shoe factories, and 15 
sugar refineries were marked for 
reparations. The capacity of the 
paper industry was reduced to 40 
per cent of normal. 

I, G. Farben, the Leuna syn- 
thetic gasoline works, Schering 
pharmaceuticals, the Solvay soda- 
producing concern, and Zeiss Jena

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known firms which had plants 
stripped. 


If you drive across the Soviet 
zone in almost any direction, you 
are impressed by the amount of 
dismantling which has been car- 
ried out on the railway lines, Al- 
most all double track routes have 
been reduced to single track and 
much signal equipment has been 
removed. According to officials 
of the railway administration 
about 500,000 tons of rails were 
taken up. 


Making of War Material. 


Despite the Potsdam prohibi- 
tions, a number of war plants in 
the Soviet zone were kept going 
full blast until the fall of 1946. 
Only after repeated demands by 
the western powers for inspection 
of the Soviet zone war produc- 
tion, and the publication of spe- 
cific lists of prohibited factories 
that were operating, was disman- 
tling carried through. It is now 
the consensus of people well-in- 
formed about Soviet zone Industry 
that the destruction of war po- 
tential in the Seviet zone has now 
been largely completed. 

Most thoughtful Germans ac- 
knowledge that the Soviets have a 
just right to remove a substantial 
portion of German industrial 
plants. However, there is consid- 
erable feeling, even among those 
who lean toward the Soviets, that 
the Russians have taken more 
than they wereesupposed to take 
under the inter-Allied agreements 
and that what remains of Soviet 
zone economy is badly unbalanced, 

According to economic officials 
working with the Soviet adminis 
tration, the total remaining indus- 
trial capacity for the zone is only 
about 35 per cent of prewar, 
though under the Allied level of 
industry plan, German industry

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


The U.S.’s Duty in Korea 

(Editor's Note—The writer of the fol- 
lowing letter is author of the book, 
“Korea: Forgotten Nation,” and is 
adviser to the Korean Commission in 
Washington.) 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In November, 1945, an election was 
held in the American zone of Korea to 
select 45 members to an Interim Legis- 
lature. Eighty-five per cent of the mem- 
bers chosen were followers of Dr. Syng- 
man Rhee’s Nationalist Party. Then the 
American commander, Gen. John R. . 
Hodge, appointed 45 more members, in- 
cluding one follower of Dr, Rhee and 44 
of his opponents. Ever since, this legis- 
lature has been bogged down in dissen- 
gion, 

Meanwhile, because of the division 
which shuts off the industrial north 
from the agricultural south, and because 
of policies pursed in the American zone, 
Korean economy has been strangled. We 
still do not permit Korean currency to 
circulate on the international exchange, 
thus in effect freezing the entire assets 
of the Korean people. We permit no 
trade with Korea. Inflation has mounted 
to such an extent that I had to pay $26 
last summer to get a pair of shoes half- 
soled in Korea. Accarding to MacArthur's 
reports, 2,000,000 Korean families are 
without homes, Korean economy lags 
far behind even Japan's. 

Marshall has proposed,.and Molotov 
has agreed, that the Joint Russian-Amer- 
ican conference on Korea should be re- 
convened, with a report on its results to 
be given in August. Molotov made it 
clear, however, that he still insists that 
only Koreans who favor trusteeship shall 
be admitted to consultation. The net re- 
sult of this conference will only be more 
delay, unless the United States proceeds 
promptly to hold an honest election in 
south Korea and to build up the econ- 
omy in our zone. By doing so we may 
show the Korean people that democracy 
has much more to offer than Commu- 
niem. We may re-establish our integ- 
rity and prestige and thereby make Ko- 
rea a real rallying point for democratic 
opposition to Communism in the Orient. 

The time is very late, but prompt and 
effective action even now may rectify 
much of the damage that our dilatory 
tactics have caused. For the sake of 
_our own best interests We should insist 
that justice be done to the Korean peo- 
ple now. Their currency should be freed, 
Their independence should be assured, 
If we want friends in the Orient, let us 
prove worthy of that friendship.

Budget Butchery 


Chairman Taber says cuts made by his House 
Appropriations Committee have left various 
Federal agencies “squealing like a stuck pig.” 
They should be. They have been impaled in 
the name of economy, when there is serious 
doubt whether that is the chief purpose of such 
butchery, The motives of the Republican major- 
ity seem a conglomeration of underhanded knif- 
ing of New Deal agencies, political billboard- 
posting and pure stupidity. 

The latest victim in the budget riot is the In- 
terior Department. The House has cut its budget 
45 per cent, with the Reclamation Bureau tak- 
ing much of the punishment. After Secretary 
Krug had warned that this would mean “severe 
curtailment in vital resources development,” the 
House graciously restored a few dollars. 

One recipient of this slight generosity was the 
Colorado-Big Thompson project, whose funds 
were restored to less than half the request. This 
big power projeet still is far from completion. 
As the Denver Post observed, Congress “is mere- 
ly delaying the time . . . when full repayments 
from water and power users will begin to come 
in, That’s not economy—merely poor business.” 

* 7 + 

Another prospective victim is the State De- 
partment’s shortwave broadcasting and cultural 
relations work which, the Associated Press says, 
may be junked. This means that America will 
be prevented from telling the world about Amer- 
ica, except through private press channels, and 
these are not open in Russia and many places 
where America most needs to be heard. . 

For the roughest surgery of all, there is the 
plight of the Labor Department. Chairman Ta- 
ber and Congressman Keefe took out after it, 
and the result is nearly a hospital case. 

The Republicans lopped 100 top jobs off the 
Conciliation Service, leaving leaderless the prin- 
cipal agency which is in the field working against 
strikes. The Employment Service, Wage-Hour 
Division and Bureau of Labor Statistics all were 
sliced brutally. If the Senate accepts these cuts, 
there will be that much less effort to combat un- 
employment and oppressive working conditions, 
or to supply accurate cost-of-living information 
as the basis of labor contracts. 

Further, the National Labor Relations Board 
was cut 60 per cent, eveh as it struggles to get 
out from under a backlog of 5500 labor cases. 
Now these may fester longer. Obviously, as Con- 
gress talks of controlling strikes and promoting 
industrial peace, the House has belied itself by 
chopping down the Government’s ability to work 
for such ends. 

* + . 

Chairman Taber's presumption almost embar- 
rassed him when he led a fight to cut $350,000,- 
000 from veterans’ readjustment benefits under 
the GI bill. Democrats quickly accepted the vet- 
erans’ cause. Mr. Taber, faced with being highly 
unpopular with a good many voters, had to have 
the cut restored. 

The rampant Republicans were caught in their 
own net when they rammed through a $3,500,000 
reduction in the Customs Bureau. Commissioner 
W. R. Johnson issued dismissal notices to 1500 
customs officers as the best way to economize, 
thereby doing some damage to congressional 
patronage. Immediately three G.O.P. Senators 
deplored the situation and promised aid to the 
1500 men. ‘ 

Now some of the more economical Republicans 
are talking of savings within the armed forces, 
Senator Bridges, for instance, thinks the Army 
and Navy should have one-and-a-half billion dol- 
lars subtracted from their budgets. There will 
be a fight on this, of course. Senator Gurney 
promises to oppose any reduction while world 
conditions remain unsettled and while the 
United States is engaged in holding back Com- 
munist aggression over the world. 

+ + * 

Whatever this record signifies, it is not jdst 
economy. . Everybody is for economy, but budget 
slashes running into millions and billions can- 
not be measured simply by less bureaucracy and 
some waste paper saved. Essential Government 
services are being crippled, 

Fortunately there are no permanent scars as 
yet in government operation. The Senate should 
stand firm against House budget reductions and 
consider the needs of national defense in the 
light of worldwide necessity. But the Republican 
eruption in behalf of “economy” is not reassur- 
ing. The party’s congressional leaders ought to 
crack the whip against this irresponsible out- 
burst of political money-grubbing. 
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St. Louis Bar’s Sound Point 
The St. Louis Bar Association errs only slightly 
when it says that “for about 30 years” there has 
been no one from St. Louis and vicinity on the 


bench of the United States Circuit Court of 


Appeals for the Eighth Judicial Circuit. The late 
Judge Charles B. Faris served on this court from 
February through November in 1935, but he was 
appointed with the understanding that his tenure 
would be short and he soon retired in favor of 
Judge Seth Thomas of Iowa. 

The case which the St. Louis bar makes for 
appointment of a resident of eastern Missouri 
therefore solidly stands. This part of Missouri 
provides two-fifths of the business of the seven- 
state circuit. It is certainly entitled to a Judge 
on the court who knows the area’s background, 
institutions and problems. 

As a Senator, Harry ‘Truman consistently fa- 
vored western Missouri against eastern Missouri 
in judicial appointments. As President, he should 
rise above that practice when called on to fill 
the vacancy which will be created by Presiding 
Judge Kimbrough Stone’s impending retirement. 


What Happened Before 


Missouri officials who are contemplating the 
erection of a new state office building at Jeffer- 
son City will do well to look up, if they do not 
know, the history of the state office building 
constructed in the Stark Administration. About 
every conceivable mistake was made there. 

One of the worst possible sites was chosen; 
the location not only put the building on unsuit- 
able, badly sloping terrain, but it blocked execu- 
tion of a handsome mall as part of the long-es- 
tablished capitol grounds plan. No effort what- 

" ever was made to harmonize the style of archi- 
tecture with the Capitol nearby, The building 
was: known to be too smal! before it was started. 

When the site and plang were subjected to 


proper criticism as obvious mishandling of im- 
portant state business, members of the Board of 
Permanent Seat of Government grew high-hand- 
ed-and resentful. Surely there will be no occa- 
sion to repeat any of that sorry experience. 
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Mr. Marshall’s Report 


Secretary Marshall's report to the nation on 
the Moscow Conference of Foreign Ministers is 
remarkably plain talk for a Secretary of State. 

He blinks neither the failure at Moscow nor the 
reasons for hope that German and Austrian set- 
tlements may yet be achieved. If the hope proves 
real, he says, it will take a more co-operative 
spirit than the Soviet Union has shown yet. 
Meanwhile, Europe is disintegrating and the 
United States cannot permit the destructive 
process to go on, 

Mr. Marshall reports that ingaddition to dis- 
agreements over the kind of German govern- 
ment to be set up, a four-power treaty, and a 
definition of German assets in Austria, the con- 
ference bogged down in “misunderstandings” by 
Russia of previous agreements on German rep- 
arations and Poland’s western boundary. 

By coincidence these misunderstandings are 
invariably in Russia’s favor, Mr. Marshall is will- 
ing to give the Russians the benefit of the doubt 
and concede that they misunderstood on some 
points; on others he makes it clear enough that 
in his opinion the “misunderstandings” are de- 
liberate: “, . . interpretation . . . which varied 
completely from the facts... as factually known 
by the American delegation.” 

The assets of the Moscow balance sheet are 
presented by the Secretary of State in the same 
way as the liabilities—without the slightest dis- 
position either to minimize or to maximize them. 
“The critical differences were for the first time 
brought into the light,” he reports, not an un- 
alloyedly favorable fact when it is realized that 
these peace negotiations have been going on 
nearly two years now. 

Secretary Marshall is able to present also 
as, a hopeful note Generalissimo Stalin's state- 
ment that “these were only the first brushes 
of reconnaissance forces” and that “compromise 
will be possible on all the main questions” when 
the conferees had “exhausted themselves in dis- 
pute” and therefore “recognized the necessity of 
compromise.” Here Mr. Marshall observes that 
if so, the Russians will have to be more co- 
operative, and meanwhile “action cannot await 
compromise through exhaustion.” 

The Russian leaders can hardly fail to under- 
stand from Secretary Marshall’s report that they 
are dealing with a realist, who is not fooled by 
the surface appearance of things. He says blunt- 
ly that criticism of the co-ordination of British 
and American zones in Germany is nothing but 
propaganda and that they have not behaved as 
though they want a four-power treaty at present. 

Nor does the Secretary take without qualifica- 
tion Mr. Stalin’s soothing counsel of patience. 
Mr. Marshall sees as well as Mr. Stalin who can 
afford timeless patience and who can’t. As time 
slips by, the deterioration of Europe into chaos 
is bringing about precisely the kind of condition 
in which Communism can make the most head- 
way. Secretary Marshall proposes not to let 
this deterioration continue, but to reverse the 
trend.

A good cup of coffee is not something stand- 
ard, like a Coca-Cola. It is a matter of opinion, 
a happy coincidence of cookery and character. 
Until all men are not only brothers, but twins, 
there is not going to be any such single thing 
as a good cup of coffee.

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The New School Board Bill 


Only minor amendments for the sake of clari- 
ty were suggested when the revised Columbo- 
Murphy bill to make members of the School 
Board appointive, rather than elective, was pre- 
sented to representatives of school and civic or- 
ganizations last night at the Kings-Way Hotel. 
After many public and private conferences the 
authors have written a bill which should satisfy 
all except those who insist on keeping the pres- 
ent discredited elective system. , 

The bill provides that School Board vacancies 
shall be filled by a commission consisting of the 
Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court as chair- 
man, the Mayor, and the president of the Board 
of Directors of the Public Library. After ap- 
proximately a year of service, depending on the 
exact date of the regular election, each appointee 
will be voted on to determine whether the citi- 
zens desire to keep him in office or displace him 
for another. 

In this way the School Board benefits by a 
careful choice of members by a group which can 
take time to pick the right persons, and yet the 
people keep democratic control of the schools. 
The system is kept close to the people also by 
a provision that civic organizations and indi- 
viduals shall make nominations to aid the com- 
mission in making its appointments. 

Representatives Columbo and Murphy have 
done their work well. It remains for the rest of 
us to do as well in the campaign which will be 
necessary to enact their bill into law over the 
opposition of politicians.

Despite what the Kremlin's masters say, the West does not forget 
the Russian people or their war sacrifices, magazine says; reporter 
finds the Russians cheerful and friendly; in ruined Stalingrad 
they are working hard to build a new happiness and prosperity.

The Kremlin's masters tell the Russian 
people that the West has forgotten their 
great sacrifices in the war. In an eloquent 
Pravda article, Leonid Leonov, a Russian 
novelist, cried: “Under (Russian) ground, 
7,000,000 warriors lie buried, the men who 
defended the world against the dark forces. 
. « « The more easterly the meridian on 
which blood is shed, the cheaper the blood.” 


In fact, the West does not forget—or 
hold cheaply-——the Russian people, dead or 
living. It would know more about them 
except for restrictions imposed by the 
Kremlin's masters. Time Correspondent 
Samuel Welles went to Stalingrad and 
cabled: 


Somehow I had never expected Stalin- 
grad, the worst blitzed city of the war, to 
be cheerful. But the people are as chipper 
as chipmunks. A woman with the fine, 
warm features of an old coin stopped to 
say: “This was a beautiful city.” A friendly 
little fellow, quietly steeping himself in 
vodka at the hotel bar, came over to con~ 
demn Truman and then explained that to- 
night he was going to get only “culturally” 
drunk, that is to say, not stinkingly so. 


Another man saw us walking along the 
street by the theater, and because we were 
dressed differently from Stalingradites, 
took us for the orchestra of a variety show 
that was playing at the theater. He doffed 
his cap to us and smilingly called: “Hail to 
the musicians, Thanks for coming to this 
city.” 


“We Wanted. Happiness” 


The theater is completely rebuilt. We 
asked a city architect why it had been 
rushed when housing was so desperately 
short. He answered: “We wanted our 
people, who have endured so much, to have 
some happiness now and a visible pledge of 
more happiness to come.” 

In one block that seemed just a hopeless 
heap of rubble, we saw one evening a wisp 
of smoke curling upwards. We picked our 
way down a broken flight of steps and 
knocked at a battered wooden door. A 
woman opened it and urged us to enter. In 
a room 12 by 16 feet we found a minor 
miracle of family planning. Seven people 
lived, cooked, ate and slept in this space. 
The room, a salvaged bit of cellar with a 
2 by 3 foot window, was as neat as nine- 
pence. 


My last morning in Stalingrad I got up 
at dawn and strolled down to take a ferry 
across the Volga. One does not have to be 
long on the Volga to realize that ita part 
in Russia’s traffic is about what the Mis- 
sissippi’s was to ours in Mark Twain's day. 


Remembering Mark Twain made a lot of 
things suddenly click. For as the Volga is 
like the Mississippi of his pilot days, so 
these people living along it are like the 
free-and-easy, friendly Midwesterners of 
his books. There were neat, small, wooden 
houses with Victorian fretwork along the 
eaves, lace curtains and begonias and 
geraniums in the windows, The houses and 
roads had the same unpainted, unpaved 
frontier look. The trim wooden fences 
could have done with Tom Sawyer’s or any 
other system of whitewashing.

A lad of about Tom’s age came past, 
dragging his feet on his way to school the 
way Tom did. He had a 2foot birch 
whittling stick, from which his shiny, 
bladed penknife was making shavings fly 
first at one end and then at the other; he 
was a real Stakhanovite among whittlers. 
Tom would have been glad to know him.

From the ferry returning to Stalingrad, 
the ‘structure that stood out most promi- 
nently in the sun’s slanting rays was the 
theater. On the high point of the bluff 
above the water, with its white-columned 
portico and low classical pediment, it re- 
called the Parthenon above Athens. 


The resemblance was not just physical. 
For what the architect told us was true, 
Since dialectical materialism rules out a 
next life, the good things of this life are 
the best hope the Soviet system has to 
offer. What their temples meant to the 
ancient Greeks, theaters symbolize to mod- 
ern Russians, They are indeed “happiness 
and a pledge of more happiness to come.” 

No one can go to the Soviet Union with- 
out hoping from the bottom of his heart 
that these wonderful, hard-working Rus- 
sian people may have happiness and pros- 
perity in that full measure which has never 
been theirs, and which no people more 
richly deserve. 


A Plan to Protect Songbirds

On one of last week’s warm spring days, 
a boy of about 10 was seen slipping through 
an alley with a slingshot in his hand. He 
was looking upward, trying to spot a bird 
for a target. He shot once, but the stone 
missed its mark. Here was a jad to be 
spoken to, but before an observer eould 
make up his mind to intervene, the young 
hunter was off. 

The Animal Welfare League of Chicago 
has hit upon a scheme of distracting the 
attention of young and thoughtless killers 
from the wanton destruction of songbirds 
and domestic pets, It offers to exchange 
for every air-rifle turned in by boys be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 17 a good camera. 


Then, in addition, it offers a series of 
prizes to be awarded to boys in Cook 
County, Illinois, who have turned in their 
guns, for the best pictures of animals taken 


by the cameras given in exchange. The con- 
test is being sponsored to promote more 
interest and better feeling toward birds and 
small animals. 

The idea is a good one which might be 
tried everywhere, including Birmingham. 
It costs something, to be sure, but its long- 
range effects are seemingly so good that 
the initial expense by some society—-per- 
haps the Humane Society in Birmingham— 
may be thoroughly justified,

“The Mysterious Sea” nevertheless cc 
tains a good many believe-it-or-not 
about past and present life on and unde 
the ocean waves, The publishers acclal 
the author as “studying the sea for mo 
than 30 years, sometimes as a member ¢ 
scientific expeditions, sometimes 
sneaking away on a freighter or passen 
vessel.”

The old, old stories of the wrecks of th 
Duncan Dunbar, the Medusa, the Birker 
head, the Titanic and other ill-fated shiz 
are told so sketchily that the sea sto 
connoisseur is disappointed. Some of 
chapters on the creatures of the sea 
very interesting, but “On the Bridge of 
Great Liner” is behind the times. 
is not even mentioned as a navigation 
The author does tell of the ancient 
phore and concedes that “For distant hal 
the radio is unrivaled.” 

“This Great and Wide Sea” definitely is 
not a mere compilation of facts about the 
sea. The basic phenomena of the ocean 
as a place of life for plants and animals 
are presented in a relatively brief and not 
too technical manner. Learning that the 
squid is jet-propelled and how the niger 
can swallow fish much bigger than itself, 
make up for some of the oceanographers’ 
lingo about “eucopepods that prey on the 
protophytes and protozoa.” But the book 
is largely for the student and the specialist,

Humble Beginning. 


In all, 175,000,000 acres of pub- 
lic lands, an area larger than In- 
diana, Ohio and West Virginia 
combined, have been devoted by 
the Federal Government to the 
support of education. Grants of 
money for various forms of edu- 
cation — agricultural, vocational 
training, military training and the 
like—have been made regularly 
and under various laws. 

There will be others who feel 
that we have spent too much 
money in recent years, and that 
the nation cannot afford new and 
additional expenditures for the 
achools. 

The Taft bill, which the Senator 
admits is only a “humble begin- 
ning” of what ought to be spent, 
would cost $150,000,000 the “first 
year, $200,000,000 the second year, 
and after that $250,000,000 each 
year. 

It ought to be more than that, 
and eventually it will have to be, 
once the mechanism for distribut- 
ing the funds has been tested. A 
fair estimate would be $500,000,000 
in aid of education, and another 
$500,000,000 for school and library 
buildings. 

For the time being, however, we 
are talking only of the modest 
gums in the Taft bill. In the year 
1945, the American people spent

They spent $7,700,000,000, or about 
$55 per capita, on drink, and two 
and a half billion, or about $17 
per capita, on schools.

What Figures Show. 


Perh: ps the simplest, clearest, 
and most accurate way to judge 
the need for federal aid is to use 
as our measuring stick the av- 
erage amount spent by the North- 
ern and Western states per class- 
room unit. This would cover the 
teacher's salary, janitor service, 
equipment, heating, upkeep for a 
classroom of 30 children in the 
elementary schools and of 27 in 
high schools, In 1944 the North- 
ern and Western states spent on 
the average $2199 per year per 
classroom unit. 

That was not nearly enough. 
There are places where the ex- 
penditure is $6000. But the figure 
of $2199 is certainly the minimum 
that couid be called tolerable. Now 
if we closed all the classrooms 
where this minimum was not 
spent, two-thirds of the school 
rooms in the country would be 
closed, In 21 states over 80 per 
cent of the children would be 
without schools. 

If we raised the standard, as we 
ought to do, to $3000 per class- 
room unit, eight out of 10 chil- 
dren in this country would have 
no school to go to. In’ 22 states 
there would be no schools at all. 


The Results of Neglect. 


The trouble with these statis- 
tics is, I realize, that they are so 
bad that they seem incredible. 
But as a matter of fact the con- 
dition of education in great parts 
of the country is incredibly bad. 

The results of our neglect of 
education are spectacular and 
humiliating. In the 1940 census 
there were three million adults 
with no schooling. There were 
10 million illiterates, who could 
not rekd and write as well as a 
child in the fourth grade, 


Among the young men who 
registered for the draft, there 
were 350,000 who could not sign 
their names. There were nearly 
3,000,000 boys and girls between 
seven and 17 years of age who 
were not in school. There are 
states where many children. go to 
school less than five months a 
year. 

The more you look at the facts, 
the more certain it is that the 
national government will have to 
act. No one who looks at the

NEW SCHOOL BOARD 
NAMING IDEA OUTLINED 


by Commission Also Hear 
Suggestions. 


a 


A proposed bill for selecting 
members of the Board of Edu- 
cation by a method similar to the 
Non-partisan Court Plan here 
was explained by its sponsors last 
night to about 90 representatives 
of 50 school and civic groups at 
a meeting at Hotel Kings-Way. 
State Representatives Fred Ray 
Columbo (Dem.) and Joseph W. 
Murphy (Dem.), of St.Louis told 
the meeting, sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters of St. 
Louis, that the heart of the 
amended bill was a_ three-man 
education commission consisting 
of the presiding judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court, the Mayor and the 
president of the board of the St. 
Louis Public Library. 

Under the bill, present mem- 
bers of the school board would 
serve their terms and then be 
replaced by appointees named by 
the commission. The new mem- 
bers would. be appointed for six- 
year terms but would be subject 
to approval or rejection by the 
voters at the first general elec- 
tion following completion of their 
first year as members of the 
board. 

Any member repudiated by the 
voters would lose his membership 
and the commission would then 
appoint a new member. No mem- 
ber would be permitted to suc- 
ceed himself and none could make 
contributions to or hold office 
in any political party or organi- 
zation. Applicants for member- 
ship would be required to file 
their candidacy with the secre- 
tary of the Board of Education 
in order to be eligible for appoint- 
ment, Appointments would be 
made by a majority vote of the 
education commission. 

In answer to several suggestions 
for improvements, Columbo point- 
ed out the bill was a compromise 
on the part of many groups and 
interests whose support could not 
be guaranteed if too many changes 
were added. 

Among improvements suggested 
at the meeting were a reduction 
in the number of members of the 
board from 12 to a less cumber- 
some size; appointment of the 
heads of Washington and St. Louis 
universities to the education com- 
mission, and several minor tech- 
nical details, 

One objection to the bill, voiced 
by Mrs. Aaron Fischer, president 
of the League of Women Voters, 
was that it would provide only for 
the selection of members who de- 
clare themselves candidates and 
would not permit selection of out- 
standing citizens who possibly 
could be persuaded to accept ap- 
pointment. Edward Schwalke, 
president of the St. Louis Public 
School Patrons’ Alliance, said his 
organization opposed any bill pro- 
viding for the appointment rather 
than election of school board mem- 


bers, 
In addition to parent-teacher 
organizations, school patrons’ 


groups and mothers’ clubs, the au- 
dience included representatives of 
the Child Conservation Confer- 
ence, Social Planning Council and 
- Teachers’ Co-operative Coun- 
cil.

Issuance of an 
interim permit to use the land 
to the county was announced yes- 
terday by Otto G. Klein, regional 
director of the War Assets Ad- 
ministration. 


Although the. interim permit is 
subject to cancellation by either 
party on 30 days’ notice, under it 
the county will open one of the 
two swimming pools on the bar- 
racks grounds, May 30, Judge 
Matthews said, Lockers for bath- 
ers will be built, weeds will be 
removed from the Sylvan Springs 
area and the grass on the parade 
grounds will be cut.

A $5000 prize for research in the 
field of metabolism was awarded 


University biochemist, in New 
York last night by the National 
Science Fund of the National 


Academy of Sciences. 

The award, made annually in 
recognition of the development of 
original knowledge about sugar, 
was presented at the annual din- 
ner of the Sugar Research Foun- 
dation, 

In making the presentation, Dr. 
William C. Stadie, professor of re- 
search medicine at the University 
of Pennsylvania, said that “of all 
living biochemists, Dr. Cori had 
done most to make us familiar 
with the intricacies of the innu- 
merable chemical reactions which 
are scattered throughout the meta- 
bolic stream down which flow our 
foodstuffs to deliver their final 
cargo of energy to muscle, brain 
and nerve.” 

One of Dr. Cori’s discoveries 
threw light on the process by 
which insulin influences utiliza- 
tion of sugar in the body, a find- 
ing which altered revised older 
concepts of the factors producing 
diabetes and opened the way for 
improved techniques in. fighting 
the disease. 

Dr. Cori, professor of pharma- 
cology and biochemistry and head 
of that department in the Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine, has been assisted by his wife, 
Dr. Gerty Cori, associate profes- 
sor of biochemical research. The 
two, natives of Austria, have func- 
tioned as a research team for 
many years. 

Last year the Coris were named 
co-winners of the Midwest Award, 
a gold medallion, offered by the 
St. Louis section of the American 
Chemical Society, and Dr. Carl 
Cori received a $1000 prize from 
the Albert and Mary Lasker Foun- 
dation. The two have been ac- 
corded other honors for their re- 
search.

The 1700 striking employes of 
Armour & Co.’s National Stock- 
yards plant will return to work 
tomorrow morning, leaéving their 


dispute with the management to 
be arbitrated, it was announced to- 
day by Jerome Scaglione, presi- 
dent of Local 42, CIO United Pack- 
~~ House Workers. 

he decision to end the walkout, 
which began last Wednesday fol- 
lowing dismissal of three union 
leaders and suspension of eight 
other representatives, was reached 
at a union meeting held today at 
Czech National Hall, Eleventh 
street and Exchange avenue in 
East St. Louis. Scaglione said he 
read the strikers a telegram, sent 
by the union’s national executive 
board after a meeting in Cleve- 
land yesterday, ordering the men 
back to work. 

Scaglione said he and two other 
local officers who were dismissed 
by the management will not re- 
turn to work, at this time, nor 
will the eight other representa- 
tives who were suspended for 
periods ranging from two ,to three 
weeks. While the others resume 
work, he said, the dispute as it 
affects the 11 union leaders will 
be arbitrated as provided in the 
master agreement between the 
company and the union. 

Disciplinary action by the com- 
pany followed a walkout of pro- 
duction workers which occurred 
on April 18, and which the com- 
pany. asserted caused “consider- 
able spoilage of products.” The 
walkout resulted from a report 
by a union member that he had 
been escorted off the premises by 
a guard at pistol point after the 
union member came to work an

DILLINGER DIES 


er ‘Putting Finger’ on 
Outlaw for FBI at Chi- 
cago in 1934. 


BUCHAREST, April 29 (AP)— 
The “woman in red,” who led 
John Dillinger into an FBI trap 
that resulted in the killing of 
America’s public enemy No. 1 in 
Chicago 13 years ago, died last 
Friday in a quiet town in south- 
western Romania, the Timisoara 
newspaper Vestul said today.

Heensing of all tourist camps and 
homes and trailer camps by the 
Division of Health. The operators 
would be required to keep a 


register of all guests, showing the 


time of their arrival, the license \f 


number, make and type of auto- 
mobile they are driving, and the 
day of departure. 
The bill directs that all accom- 
modations eb rented at a fixed 
fee for a 24-hour period, limited 
only by a checkout time between 
6 am. and 6 p.m. This is in- 
tended to prohibit operators from 
refusing to rent cabins or rooms 
except on an hourly basis. 
The director. of the Division of 
Health is authorized to conduct 
hearings for the suspension and 
revocations of a license on com- 
plaint of the prosecuting attor- 
ney. Suspensions would be lim- 
ited to six months. In the case 
of a revocation, no new license 
could be issued for at least six 
months on the first offense, or 
for a year for a subsequent of- 
fense. 

Companion Bill Held Up. 

A companion bill proposing 
stiffer penalties against opera- 
tors if juveniles committed im- 
moral acts while illegally occupy- 
ing & cabin was indefnitely post- 
poned at the suggestion of Rep- 
resentative Edgar G. Boedeker of 
University City, one of the spon- 
sors.

é¢ OR did he forget his inate pleasure of 

N ansuins. which he would usually call ‘his 

: idie time not idly spent’.” Thus wrote 

old Izaak Walton of a fishing contemporary and, 

indeed, this seems 

to me an apt de- 

scription of the 

gentle art. More 

than once I have 

sought for the se- 

cret of the appeal 

which fishing holds 

for the human race 

—ean appeal that 

cuts across all lines 

of age or class or 

race. And I have 

yet to find an an- 

swer that entirely

game thrill when their line is fast to a good 

fish. And all of them, I think, know something 

ef the common human joy of having thrown off 

the responsibility of the daily task—of being in 

communion with the sun and the singing water, 

the bluebells growing along the bank and the 

eardinal calling “What Cheer” from some near- 
by thicket.

THERE IS a peacefulness about most kinds of 
fishing that differs entirely from the more mar- 
tial spirit of ‘the hunting field. There is an in- 
tense concentration on the manner in which the 
fly floatea through a swirl where you know a 
good trout lies—or on which surge against the 
taut line it will be safe to set the hook; and yet 
in this intenseness there is not the strain which 
develops in many fields of sport, granted they 
also have their appeal. There is time for con- 
templation as one moves along the stream be- 
fore making the next cast—or while one waits 
for some cruising denizen of the deep to discover 
the choice morsel we are offering him. And I 
think it is perhaps because of these quieter joys 
of fishing that the art has developed a literature 
which can be traced through the history of many 


cultures.

IN HIS delightful volume of essays, “God Made 
the Country,” which I mentioned in this column 
not long ago, Edward Booth includes as one of 
his rustics the Roman courtier and tutor of an 
emperor's son, Ausonius, who rose from being a 
professor at the University of Bordeaux to be- 
come Governor of all Gaul. This is a territory 
which you may recall as having been divided into 
three parts. To one of these, his native Bor- 
deaux, Ausonius retired in the ripeness of his 
years and thereafter celebrated in verse the de- 
lights of country life. Nor is it surprising to find 
him celebrating the anglers’ art in a poem, the 
“Moselia,” named for the Moselle river which 
flowed through his vinyards. Ausonius describes 
with surprising accuracy the salmon, pike and 
salmon-trout which are to this day native to the 
rivers of this part of France, and his fisherman 
“lowers the bending top of his limber rod, cast- 
ing his hooks laden with killing baits.” 

x * * 

50 IT WOULD seem that as early as 380 A.D. 
we had bait casters on the streams of western 
Europe. But since fly fishing is generally felt 
to be the highest branch of the anglers’ art, it is 
interesting to find reference to it in the earlier 
works of the Greek, Aelian, who wrote a natiral 
history along about the middle of the third cen- 
tury of the Christian era. “They fasten crimson- 
red wool round a hook,” says Aelian, “and fit on 
to the woo] two feathers which grow under a 
cock’s wattles, and which are in color like wax, 
Their rod is six feet long and their line of like 
length. They throw their lure and the fish, at- 
tracted by the color, comes up, thinking to get 
a dainty morsel. When, however, it opens its 
jaws, it is caught by the hook and enjoys a 
bitter repast, a captive.”

TO THE PRESENT: I’ve set up the first fly 
rod of the season. It is the little three-ounce, 
seven-foot trout rod which is well adapted to 
the pan fish in our small creek. Attached to the 
leader is a small spinner and small black fly— 
a black gnat. A couple of fat angle worms on 
a small snelled hook would probably do the job 
better this early in the season. But I think I'll 
pull on the waders and -drop down across the 
sweet clover field and lay that fly gently into 
the swirl under the big elm tree—just to see 
whether they'll rise to an artificial lure.

Englands Gift to Bobby-Soxers 


Mr. James Mason Plans to Make One Film in Hollywood and Then Beat It

NEW YORK, April 29. 
HEN an English picture 
called “The Seventh Veil” 
opened at the Winter Garden 
in December, 1945, audiences were 
roused out of their traditional 
apathy toward foreign screen per- 
sonalities and began to take no- 
tice of a dark, brooding young 
man playing ‘a harsh and bitter

pianist. It is rare for a foreign 
star to trail clouds of glory in 
American box offices without first 
walking through Hollywood; but 
the delicate demoiselles in the au- 
dience scented swoonable material 
and forgot their usual prejudices. 


When this young man, acting out 
the scenario, seized his cane and 
struck the young lady over the 
knuckles as she was playing the 
piano, the feminine hearts raised 
the last barrier and declared un- 


‘conditional surrender. His name 


was James Mason; and from this 
moment onward it began to mean 
something in the American mo- 
tion picture bailiwick. His arrival 
here a few months ago on his 
first visit to this country accom- 
panied by his wife, several canar- 
les, an ambulance, five cats, a dog 
and an amiable aide-de-camp 
named Monahan, caused more 
than a little stir in this ordinarily 
unimpressionable metropolis. 

‘Mason was interviewed by this 
department last week in his New 
York hotel apartment, where he 
and Mrs. Mason were lounging in 
overstuffed furniture, eating 
strawberries out of a bow! and 
answering some of the voluminous 
fan mail. e pets having been 
temporarily banished to a house 
in Greenwich the setting had the 
flavor of domesticity rather than 
zoology. Within it Mason appeared 
to be only slightly nervous, as 
though taking pains to avoid add- 
ing to his reputation as an enfant 
terrible, He is a small, slight man 
with black hair, expressive, well- 
defined features and a thin,down- 
curving mustache which he grew 
for his role of King David in the 
late “Bathsheba.” His wife, whose 
stage name is Pamela Kellino.,. is 
a slim, attractive woman who ap- 
peared with her husband in “Bath- 
sheba,” and who has collaborated 
with him on several other profes- 
sional occasions, 

Mason is tops in most popular- 
ity polls in the British film in- 
dustry, a position which, he says, 
he attained through persistence 
and a spot of dissension. While 
other English actors were alter-, 
nating between stage and screen, 
doing a film around income tax 
time or turning to the cinema

after particularly trying periods 
of stage doldrums, Mason stuck to 
films and kept on making one 
after another.

Then he hap- 
pened to write a critical article 
on the British film industry—an 
article which he describes as “A

Putting Away Storm 
Windows 

T’S about time for the circus 

te. come to town, but if you 

want a really good laugh, go 
over and watch your next door 
neighbor on top of a high ladder 
trying to take his storm windows 
down, 

Come what may the main con- 
sideration in removing storm win- 
dows is to get the window and 
yourself back on the good earth 
and in one piece. See that the 
ladder sits solidly on the ground. 

Most storm windows are hung 
on special hinges, To remove the 
window, swing it out towards you 
and lift up. While you’re up on 
the ladder, check the portion of 
the hinge attached to the house. It 
is held on with wood screws and 
they may need tightening. Check 
the opposite portion of the hinge 
on the window as well as the hook 
on the bottom of the storm win- 
dow to get dry and then replace 
any loose putty around the glass. 
A storm window is subjected to 
the weather on the outside and 
moisture from condensation on 
the inside so be sure it gets a good 
coat of paint. Store the window 
where there no possible chance 
of the glass breaking, the wood 
frame rotting or becoming warped.

DO not advise or approve of 

denying to children reasonable 

indulgence in candy, cake, ice 
cream, sweetened flavored car- 
bonated drinks—by reasonable I 
mean, for instance, on the oc- 
casion of a birthday party or a 
day at the circus or any day when 
the sweet comes as dessert—after 
real food has been eaten. Es- 
pecially children or youths who 
play, exercise or work hard may 
profitably indulge in addition to 
the real food of the ordinary 
meals. 

If a child or a youth is per- 
mitted to satisfy his or her appe- 
tite at will with sugar or starch 
in any of these forms, or even 
with sweetened gum, the normal 
appetite for real food — meat, 


vegetables, fruit, unrefined cereals, 


milk, eggs, fish, raw (salad) 
vegetables and greens—is dulled 
and consequently the youngster 
fails to get a sufficient daily 
ration of the minerals and vita- 
mins which are essential for good 
nutrition.

THIS MAY NOT seem 460 
serious if you have no concern 
about the functional weaknesses 
and the physical defects of child- 
hood and youth. Among 45 mil- 
lion school children in the coun- 
try a health survey 25 years ago 
showed that six million had “mal-
